In view of these considerations the 
Germ an governm ent calls attention to 
the fact that the allies daily are ob­ 
taining large shipm ents of arm s and 
am m unition from dealers in the U n it­ 
ed States and declares that the A m eri­ 
can government, w hile insisting on its 
legal right to ship arm s to belliger­ 
ents, does not with equal energy pur­ 
sue its rights to ship foodstuffs and 
noncontraband articles to the civilian 
population of Germ any.

in support of this contention u 
quotation is cited from President W il­ 
son's address to congress on Mexican 
affairs in August, 1813, when he said:

Officials

The com plaint that neutral 
countries had submitted to the influ­ 
ence of the allies in connection with 
the right to ship conditional contra­ 
band and 
foodstuffs to the civilian 
population of a belligerent has been 
made before by G erm any in her diplo­ 
m atic notes— this being cited by the 
Germ an foreign office as one of the 
, reasons for proclaim ing a subm arine 
war zone of the waters surrounding 
G reat Britain and Ireland. 
The Cnited States denied, in its re­ 
ply then, that it had been silent on 
tiie question and called attention to 
its diplom atic notes to Great Britain 
dealing with these subjects. 
It is understood that the reply to 
the present com plaint w ill deny vigor­ 
ously ihat 
this governm ent lias ae 
quiesced in any w ay to the order in 
council aud probaMv w ill refer to the 
last note sent by ihe Cnited States to 
G reat Britain , arguing at

As for the utterances of the presi­ 
dent on the shipment of arm s into 
Mexico officials here hold

Officials pointed out that the presi­ 
dent said in the same address to con 
g ress:

“This is not a very exciting place.

To the Board of Direclori of the Minnesota Sunday School Association 


April 9th, 1915 


The fiity -scvcnlh milestone of the Minnesota Sunday School Association 
marks the closing of the most successful y ear along all lines of Sunday School 
activities in the history of the association. 
We have many reasons to be grate­ 
ful to the Heavenly Father for the blessings of the past y ear. 
fhe Bible 
Schools have been blessed in their effort to become more efficient in meeting 
the Spiritual needs of the membership. 
Every county in Minnesota has now a permanent organization and holds 
an Annual Convention. 
Every County is divided into districts— the schools lie 
ing conveniently grouped for the purpose of holding Conventions. 
SIXTY 
Counties have held ALL their District Conventions and ail but six have held 
part of the District Conventions. 
The real work of our Asociation is done through the District Associations. 
Each County is divided into two or more Districts. 
Each District has ten 
officers and department superintendents who live in the District and most of 
them take a vital interest in their work. 
We have an average of forty County 
and District Officers in every County of the State who give one week of their 
time to organized Sunday school work. I his is equivalent to seventy held work­ 
ers on full time working for nothing and pay ing their own expenses. 
t 
We are not making a detailed report of any department nor of the sta­ 
tistics of finances for the y ear. 
It is impossible to make a complete report of 
the y ear's work until after the close of the Convention. 
A complete report of the y ear’s work will appear in the May number of 
the Minnesota Sunday School Herald. 
It will he sent to all delegates who have 
paid the registration fee of $1.00. 
Every delegates should be a regular sub­ 
scriber. 
We urge every delegate to study our State map.

GOAL FOR 1915 1916 
1. 
Seventy-five Counties Blue Ribbon 


Last y ear at Winona we had forty counties in the Blue Ribbon class, f our 
of this number have failed to hold their position— due largely to removal ol 
efficient officers. 
However, wc are glad to state that twelve new ones have 
crossed the line and taken their position on the Blue Ribbon side— making a 
total now of forty -eight. 
Many others have done excellent work and deserve 
credit but failed in a few points. 


2. 
300,000 Enrolled in the Sunday Schools 


Our Sunday School enrollment will not exceed 230,000 lor the past y eai. 
During 1914 we had approximately 500,000 scholars between llie ages of five 
and twenty -one enrolled hi the public schools of Minnesota. 
One-fourth of 
die Sunday school enrollment are adults over twenty -one y ears of age. 
I his 
leaves only 190,000 scholars of public school age m the Sunday school and 
310,000 scholars of public school age who are not receiving religious instruc­ 
tion in the Protestant Sunday schools of Minnesota. 
We arc aiming at a 20 
per cent increase. 
It ought to be done. 


3. 
1300 Cradle Rolls. 


At the Triennial Convention at C hicago, June 19 )4, we reported 1100 
Cradle Rolls with 22,000 members. 
We are ready this y ear to lake as our 
Standard I 300 Cradle Rolls with a membership of 26.000. 
I he largest Roll 
in Minnesota numbers 2 32 members. 
Several schools report a Roll ol one 
member each. 
T he success of a Cradle Roll is not measured by its si/e but 
rather by the service which it renders to the home and to the c hild —linking 
the little one to the church bom the earliest moment. 
I he Cradle Roll spells 
OPPOR1UN1TY. 


4. 
9 00 Home Departments. 


We now have only 650 Home Departments. 
This means an increase oi 
250 or an increase ol three for each County . 
I Ins ought not be a difficult task. 
I Ionic Bible study , daily Bible reading and family pray er need no commenda­ 
tion. 
Every Christian knows their value. 
Every (). A. B. C. should have a 
list of associate members who cannot attend the Sunday session of the class. 
1 In» should be the basis of a working Home Department. % 


5. 
12,000 Accessions to the Church. 


We have approximately 25,000 officers and teachers in the Sunday schools 
of our State. 
If two officials and teachers working together win one to Christ 
and the church we will more than make our goal. 
I his does not seem to be too 
great a task lo set for our Christian workers. 
Unless we get results, we have 
no right to exist as an organization. 
We lose three fourths of those who do attend between the ages of thir­ 
teen 
and 
nineteen y ears. Only two out ol five unite with the church. 
In 
1910 die Protestant churches of North America gamed >84,(XX). 
It took 
160,(XX) churches, I 7,(MX),(XX) inernbers and $250,000,000 to get them; or 
lifty -four church members working a 
y ear at a cost of $650 to get one ac­ 
cession to the church. 
Let the w heels of our machinery move 
by the power of I lie Holy Spirit 
and 
show lire effectiveness 
of our organization by results that count lor the 
Kingdom. 
\Xc must be a mighty evangelistic force to increase the number of 
believers m the old Gospel. 


6. 
6000 Teachers Training Students and 600 Graduates 


I Ins means an average of three students Irom each Sunday school and 
should not be an impossible task. 
Lvcry department of the church is included 
m the enrollment. 
It is the future church in training— Ministers ol the Gos- 
pel, lawy ers, phy sicians, college professors, school teachers, high school schol­ 
ars, clciks, domestics, bookkeepers, mechanics, normal students, college stu­ 
dents. 
We have testimonies from all classes that the course of study has been 
a greal help in living nobler lives and giving the church and humanity better 
service. 
No better service can our .Association render churches of Minnesota 
than to enlist 6000 Christian people in a training course. 


7. 
1200 “ Teen Age’’ Classes Enrolled 


Wc now have 9 30 “ 1 een Age ’ Bible classes organized and enrolled. 
It 
ought not to l>c a difficult ta^k to secure 250 additional classes. 
It means an 
average increase of three to each ( ounty . 
No one denies the value of an or 
ganization that will set y oung people in the church at work. 
I lie plan that 
will seek to discover the kind of work each can do and set them to work is 
practical. 
Hie “ lecn Age 
has been sadly neglected in the Sunday schoo 
and church. 
It lias been so easy to say "D on't” to our y oung people that we 
have been say ing it lor several centuries. 
It is time wc are learning to say 
“ Do" even il it takes more time and brains to say it. 


8. 
1000 Organized Adult Bible Classes Enrolled 


Wc have nearly reached our goal of eight hundred O. A. B Classes anc 
wc feci confident that the goal set can be reached. 
We are emphasizing class 
organization because 
no definite work can be accomplished until that is done 
While wc have expended some energy in securing numbers, we have not for 
gotten the Standard of Service to develop the efficiency of classes already or 
ganized. 
It is through the Organized Bible Classes that the sermons of the 
Pastor are lived and worked out in the community through the Christian men 
and women of the Church. 
Many of the classes are discovering their true 
relationship to the boy s and girls of the community . 
1 he Organized Bible 
Class movement will reach its true place in the work of the Kingdom when 
every Christian in the Church will have been discovered to himself and set 
at the task lie is best fitted to perforin. 


9 . 
5000 Subscriptions to the Herald. 


The Herald is published lor the benefit ol the Sunday school workers o 
Minnesota. 
While it is primarily for those interested in organized Sunday 
school work, y et our aim is to give practical suggestions for all lines of Sun 
day school activity . 
It was published by the Sy ndicate at Chicago lor three y ears but the plan 
was not a success and hereafter it will be published a! home

At the suggestion of Mr. Mark G. Holtzman, City Secretary of Minneapo­ 
lis, a Sunday School Visitation Day was appointed for Minneapolis, St. Paul 
and Duluth in January last. 
Nearly two hundred schools were visited by 
District and County Officers on one Sunday in Minneapolis and one hundred 
forty in St. Paul. 
We suggest that the fourth or last Sunday in September be 
designated as State Sunday School Visitation Day . 


11. 
An Increased Field and Office Force to Care for the Work. 


Our Field Force at present consists of the General Secretary , Mr. R. W. 
Bowden, General Field Worker and “ Teen Age" Superintendent and Mrs. Jean 
L Hobart, lemperance and Missionary Superintendent. 
An Office Secretary 
and two assistants constitute the office force and Miss Grace M. Longfellow 
who directs the work of the Elementary Division from her office in Minneapolis. 
We need two additional men for the field— one for Northern Minnesota 
and another for Southern Minnesota— who will assist the County and District 


O ffic e rs in promoting the work in their respective fields. 
We also need two 
additional helpers in the office to propertiy care for the work. 
If is the policy of our Board of Directors to plan the work of the y ear in 
harmony with the size of the budget available for the work. 
Our plans for 
the coming y ear will depend on the liberality of our constituents. 


12. 
A Budget of $ 15,000 to Promote the Work. 


! he expenditures do not exceed our budget. 
We fit our garment by the 
size of the cloth. 
Our budget last y ear was $12,500. 
Our treasurer will 
report a balance on the right side of the ledger. 
We receive about $6,500 
from County Apportionment; $2500 from the Extension Fund and $3500 from 
personal subscription. 
If the $15.000 btTdget is adopted there must be an 
increase of $ "3300 in the personal subscriptions. 
It can easily be secured if 
our workers will get under the load and give us hearty support. 
We are convinced that we have the most economical plan of doing 
Christian work of any organization in existence and should have the full 
sy mpathy and co-operation of every Christian man and woman in Minnesota.

It would not be fitting to close this brief report without a few words of 
commendation for the large army of volunteer workers in Minnesota who 
make this report possible. 
Were it not for the host of County and District 
Officers and Department Superintendents and their faithful service we would 
have nothing to report.

To the Board of Directors of the Minnesota Sunday School Association

The fifty-seventh milestone of the Minnesota Sunday School Association 
m arks the closing of the most successful year along all lines of Sunday School 
activities in the history of the association. 
We have many reasons to be grate­ 
ful to the Heavenly F ather for the blessings of the past year. 
The Bible 
Schools have been blessed in their effort to become more efficient in meeting 
the Spiritual needs of the membership. 
Every county in Minnesota has now a perm anent organization and holds 
an Annual Convention. 
Every County is divided into districts— the schools be­ 
ing conveniently grouped for the purpose of holding Conventions. 
SIXTY 
Counties have held ALL their District Conventions and all but six have held 
part of the District Conventions. 
The real work of our Asociation is done through the District Associations. 
Each County is divided into two or more Districts. 
Each District has ten 
officers and departm ent superintendents who live in the District and most of 
them take a vital interest in their work. 
We have an average of forty County 
and District Officers in every County of the State who give one week of their 
time to organized Sunday school work. I his is equivalent to seventy field work­ 
ers on full time working for nothing and paying their own expenses. 
We are not making a detailed report of any departm ent nor of the sta­ 
tistics of finances for the year. 
It is impossible to make a complete report of 
the y ea r’s work until after the close of the Convention. 
A complete report of the y ear’s work will appear in the May num ber of 
the Minnesota Sunday School Herald. 
It will be sent to all delegates who have 
paid the registration fee of $ 1 0 0 .

Our .Sunday School enrollment will not exceed 250,000 for the past year. 
During 1914 we had approxim ately 500.000 scholars between the ages of five

One-fourth o f 
the S unday school enrollment are adults over twenty-one years of age. 
This 
leaves only 190,000 scholars of public school age in the Sunday school and 
3IO,(XX) scholars of public school age who arc not receiving religious instruc­ 
tion in the Protestant Sunday schools of Minnesota. 
We are aiming at a 20 
per cent increase. 
It ought to be done.

1300 Cradle Rolls.

lf two officials and teachers working together win one to Christ 
and the church we will more than m ake our goal, 
(his does not seem to Ire too 
great a task lo set for our Christian workers. 
Unless we get results, we have 
no right to exist as an organization. 
We lose three fourths of those who do attend between the ages of thir­ 
teen and nineteen years. 
Only two out of five unite with the church. 
In 
PMO the Protestant churches of North America gam ed 
>84,(XX). 
It took 
1OUTXX) churches, I /.(MXMXX) mein hers anil $250,000,000 to get them ; or 
fifty four church members working a 
year at a cost of $650 to get one a c­ 
cession to the church. 
Let the wheels of our m achinery move by the power of the Holy Spirit 
and show the effectiveness of our organization by results that count for the 
Kingdom. 
We must he a mighty evangelistic force to increase the num ber of 
believers iii the old Gospel.

An Increased Field and Office Force to Care for the Work. 


Our Field Force at present consists of the General Secretary, Mr. R. W. 
Bowden, General Field Worker and “ Teen A ge” Superintendent and Mrs. Jean 
E. H obart, Temperance and Missionary Superintendent. 
An Office Secretary 
and two assistants constitute the office force and Miss Grace M. Longfellow 
who directs the work of the Elementary Division from her office in Minneapolis. 
We need two additional men for the field— one for Northern Minnesota 
and another for Southern M innesota— who will assist the County and District 
Officers in promoting the work in their respective fields. 
We also need two 
additional helpers in the office to p ro p e rly care for the work. 
It is the policy of our Board of Directors to plan the work of the year in 
harm ony with the size of the budget available for the work. 
Our plans for 
the coming year will depend on the liberality of our constituents. 


12. 
A Budget of $15,000 to Promote the Work. 


I he expenditures do not exceed our budget. 
We fit our garment by the 
size of the cloth. 
Our budget last year was $12,500. 
O ur treasurer will 
report a balance on the right side of the ledger. 
We receive about $6,500 
from County A pportionm ent; $2500 from the Extension F u n d and $3500 from 
personal subscription. 
If the $15,000 b id g e t is adopted there must be an 
increase of $3 5 0 0 in 
the personal subscriptions, 
ft can easily be secured if 
our workers will get 
under the 
load and give us hearty support.
